SUDDEN DEATH 

Of Hon. John Norquay, M. 1*. P., Kx- 
I'remlor of Manitoba, 

Winnipeg, Man., July 0. — A sudden 
shock was given to many citizens last 
night by the announcement that Hon. 
John Norquay, M. P. P., was dead. 
Very few had even heard he was ill, for 
his sickness was of very short duration 
and severe. The ox -Premier raj taken 
ill on Thursday night with pains' in the 
abdomen. A doctor was called in, hut 
nothing serious was anticipated until 
last night, when he was found rapidly 
sinking. All that it was possible to do 
under the circumstances for the patient's 
relief was done, hut owing to his ox- 
tremely weak state thf efforts of his 
physicians unavailed, ami at 9:30 he 
passed away. 

Mr. Norquay was born in Manitoba 
in 1811, and since. 1870 has been con- 
nected with the government of the pro- 
vince. His death will be a great blow 
to the Conservative party, with whom 
he was exceedingly popular. Towards 
the end Mr. Norquay evidently realized 
he was dying and made some state- 
ments regarding t he welfare of his fam- 
ily. The doctors arc of opinion that 
death was caused by fatty degeneration 
of the heart. 

In the death of the Hon. John Nor- 
quay Canada Iohos one of her ablest 
politicians and the Conservative party 
in Manitoba its leader in provincial poli- 
tics. Although always identified with 
local politics, Mr. Norquay enjoyed a 
national reputation. At the head ol 
affairs in Manitoba lor many years and 
intimately associated with the many 
stirring and rapidly succeeding events 
leading up to its development, liis name 
and career in later years has become 
familiar to tho wdiole of Canada. How 
great his public services have been will 
probably never be realized by the ma- 
jority of the people, though to those 
who are acquainted with the facts it 
must be apparent that he lived at a 
time when lie could be most useful, and 
at all times conciliated by his wise 
council and high intelligence a large 
portion of the community which might 
have otherwise been exceedingly hard 
to govern.

GAMBLING ON SHIPBOARD. 

Strange Episode on an Atlantis Liner— 
Trial by Jury. 

London, July 6. — An unparalleled 
incident disturbed the equanimity of 
the Ktruria's voyage across the Atlantic. 
Among t he cabin passengers were two 
gentlemen, a fruit merchant of Spanish 
extraction, and an Egyptian who repre- 
sented himself us manager of a New 
York insurance office. Marly ill the 
voyage tlio two became acquainted, and 
soon began a friendly rubber of whist. 

Before the game was over tho fruit 
merchant was some CIS poorer than 
when he sat down, but to retrieve his 
losses he readily assented to the Egyp- 
tian's further oiler to play a small game 
of baccarat. 

The Egyptian won hand over list, and 
despite the remonstrances of his friends 
mid disinterested spectators the fruit 
merchant kept playing until he had lost 
every penny he had with him— about 
£1,000. 

Then lie accused the Egyptian of 
cheating and a row occurred forthwith. 
A duel not being practicable, it was 
suggested that, a regular court, with an 
improvised judge, jury and counsel, be 
convened and the matter left to arbitra- 
tion in t hat inn liner. A certain colonel 
of Springfield, Mass., was chosen judge. 
A well known Chicago lawyer, who 
earned fame in connection with tho an- 
nrchist trial, agreed to act ns counsel for 
thojiliiiiitiff'. A prominent Philadelphia 

lawyer defended the Egyptian. 

Before commencing the trial the judge 
insisted upon tho amount in dispute on 
both sides being put into court, aud on 
the Egyptian demurring he was hissed 
and hooted out of tho smoking room, 
lint eventually brought back by three 
specially appointed passengers. 

The jury was t hen formally appointed, 
the Egyptian challenging several of 
them, mid the trial was entered upon. 

From luncheon time until 11 o'clock 
at night the inquiry lasted, and then 
the jury retired to consider tho case. 
After a while they brought back their 
verdict, in which they found tho charge 
of eliciting not proven. 

The Egyptian, however, was rigidly 
boycotted during the rent of the voyage, 
and left the vossel tho moment >ho ar- 
rived at Queenstowu.

London, July 5.— Lord Randolph 
Churchill has definitely determined to 
stand for Central Birmingham, the local 
Conservatives refusing to obey tin- die- 
tat s of the central authority, who de- 
sired that John Albert Bright might be 
permitted to retain his seat as a liberal- 
unionist. This action on the pari of 
Lord Randolph and his supporters is 
likoly to cause much trouble lor tho 
Conservative managers, as the unionists 
will probably rebel if one of their num- 
ber is displaced by a Conservative in 
contravention of the distinct under- 
standing that ho was not to l>o opposed. 
Many shrewd political observers see in 
this incident tho rock upon w hich the 
government is destined to go 
to pieces. ■ The Dover Liberals have 
asked Sir Hercules Robinson to stand 
in the election to lill the Dixon vacancy. 
It is probable that Sir Hercules will 
consent. Lord Salisbury's withdrawal 
of tho hind transfer bill is due to his 
fear that it would be defeated on its 
tin il passage. This is in lino with the 
policy which the Tories have been pur- 
suing all through this session. '1 hey 
present elaborate schemes of legislation, 
push them through the initial stages in 
parliament far enough to be able to 
form an estimate as to the opposition 
tin y lire likely to develop, and then, at 
tho first sign of danger, they ignomini- 
011 sly run away, abandoning their con- 
victions, bui holding on to their offices. 

Gladstone llouorcl, 

London, July (i. — Gladstone was this 
afternoon presented with the freedom of 
the city of Cardiff. In acknowledging 
the, gift, Gladstone referred to tho 
American constitution us it marvel of 
political wisdom, exhibiting benefits in 
contrast to tho ovils of too much cen- 
tralisation, whereof France and Italy 
were examples. He would have liked, 
Mr. Gladstone said, to have brought 
with him the illuminated address sent to 
him from New York, but it was too 
bulky, and he had therefore brought 
tho address sent him from Illinois. The 
ex]K>sitions in these addresses, he said, 
ought to give material reflection to every 
prudent Englishman. Tn conclusion, 
the "Grand Old Man" said, "We first 
tel 1 other nations their faults, and are 
the last to listen to anyone's advice."

The Czar, it seems, 
dues not want tu come to Berlin, but 
would go to Kiel, while William won't 
go to Kiel ami insists that he will only 
receive his Imperial Majesty al his own 
capital, so there's the hitch.

An irl-li- imerlrnii Kepnblto, 

CiiiCAoo, July fl. -A number of pro- 
minent Irish-Americans held a private 
mooting yesterday afternoon to discuss 
the feasibility of organ i/.ing an Irish- 
American republic, to advance the in- 
terests of Ireland and the Irish race. 
After a lengthy discussion, it was unan- 
imously decided lo adopt a plan of ac- 
tion prepared by Win. T. Grilling. Ac- 
cordingly an organization was perfected 
to he known as the "Irish-American 
Republican Association," and an elec- 
tion of officers was held. It is the in- 
tention of the projectors of the above- 
named association lo organize a 
land syndicate composed of influ- 
ential and wealthy Mailmen and 
to send representatives to Canada, 
Chili, Peru and Mexico. The latter 
country, it is understood, would lie will- 
ing to dispose of Lower California or the 
neighboring state under certain condi- 
tions, with the privilege to purchasers 
of establishing an Irish American re- 
public thereon. The money expended 
on improvements, necessaries ami land 
will bo secured by mortgage without in- 
terest, or at a very low rate of interest, 
and will be collected on annual install- 
ments. This money will be used to build 
and equip a navy, organize an army, de- 
velope the resources of the country and 
establish I ho republic.

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BOARD OF TRADE REFOET. 



Evoryono who reads the report of 
the British Columbia Board of Trade 
carefully and intelligently muat bo im- 
pressed with the importance to the 
vrho.e province of having a body oi 
practical business meu who make it 
their duty to watch over the progress ol 
all parts of the province wiih the view 
of advancing ita various interests. The 
observations which auoh an organiza- 
tion, poji»ensiug ao many aud such great 
opportunities, makes and the conehi- 
aious to which it arrives must be of very 
great vslne both to the people at large 
aud to the Government. Its members 
find out in the course of their business 
•what tho province needs, aud they are 
from their experience able to suggest 
the best means of meeting the require 
rneutsoiits different industries. The 
suggestions made in the Report which 
appeared in our isstiu of yesterday must 
commend themselves to tho good sense 
of the people of the province, and they 
should receive tho earnest and respect 
ful consideration both of the Federal and 
the provincial Governments. We 
would urge upon the people to 
keep those suggestions in view 
and to seize every opportunity that pre- 
sents itself to aid in carrying them 
into practice. 

It is of great importance that the 
electors should have clear and definite 
ideaB of what the province most needs. 
Having this knowledge they will know 
what to require of the men who aspire 
to bo their representatives in Parlia- 
ment; and our public men and those 
who are ambitious of being public- men 
will see from tho well digested and 
carefully drawn up Report of the Hoard 
of Trade, composed as it is of our 
shrewdest and most experienced bus< 
ineas men, the interests which most re- 
quire to bo furthered in order to pro- 
mote the general welfare. 

Tho President in his opening re- 
marks touched upon a subject of vital 
importance to every part of British Co- 
lumbia. No man of ordinary intelli- 
gence can live long in thia province, or 
even look at its position on the map, 
without coming to the conclusion that 
its interests of all kinds require close 
commercial intercourse with the United 
States. The United .State.'i is our near- 
est market, it is large and it- is easy of 
access. It requires what British Co- 
lumbia produces. This provinco can 
never produce more lumber, fish and 
minerals than will be needed by the 
rapidly Increasing population of the 
great lUntry on the other side 
of uur .southern boundary, and it 
can supply ns more readily tha-a any 
other country with utuoh that wo need. 
Every day's experience impressing this 
on the observant and active-minded 
President of the Board, it is no wonder 
that the question of reciprocity was up- 
permost iu his mind when he addressed 
bis fellow-members at their annual meet- 
ing, lie drew a broad distinction be- 
tween reciprocity with the United States 
and commercial union. In doing this 
be showed that he had carefully con- 
sidered tho subject. Reciprocity In 
trade between the two countries is per- 
fectly consistent with both our loyalty 
to Great Britain and the maintenance 
of our fiscal independence, while Com- 
mercial Union means showing an undue 
perforonce to a foreign nation, as well 
oa giving up the power of taxation mid 
sacrificing our independence iu all mat- 
tors relating to trade and commerce. 
This the President of the Board of Trade 
evidently considers paying too high u 
price for closer commercial intercourse 
with the United States. 

We observe that the Hoard of Trade 
view with regret die neglect with which 
this province has been treated iu some 
matters of. to it, very great importance. 
They aro unable to seo why n private 
company has not been allowed to con- 
struct and operate a lino of 
telegraph connecting Victoria with 
Pugot Sound. The time has now come 
when rto country should bo stinted as 
to its means of holographic ooinmunica- 
tion'wit"h'it«nulghhors. Thai communi- 
cation should be made us easy and as 
cheap hh circumstances permit, and as 
the Government is not asked to subsi- 
dise the piopoHed lino to.Puget Sound, 
v • urn quite at a loss to see why the 
company were not cheerfully accordei 
permission to establish a line of tele 
graph that would bo of such benefit to 
the province. us the one proposed. The 
Board of Trade Ib strictly within the 
line of their duty when they direct at- 
tention to this Bullous grievance. 



would allude to the manner In which 
the province is treated in the matte.- of 
Victoria Harbor improvements. (V bar' 
nor which contributes so large a sum to 
the Dominion revenue as Victoria does 
deserves generous treatment at tho 
hands of the Federal authorities. All 
Its reasonable requirements should be 
promptly attended to. It is to tho in- 
terest of the Dominion as well as thut 
of the province, or even the city itself, 
that tho harbor should be made perfect- 
ly safe and that the ships which enter 
it should have all the accommodation 
that the situation of the harbor can ex- 
tend. Money should not be ex- 
pended upon Its improvement, 
grudgingly. Vet the Board of Trade, 
Which would not complain without good 
reason, is forced to say that the sum 
voted by Parliament "for the needed 
improvements to the harbor has proved 
Utterly inadequate to the cost of the ru- 
1 work," and that when the Board 
inquired of the authorities in Ottawa, 
whether or to what extent the Gov- 
ernment would guarantep the interest 
on debentures were a Harbor Trust to 
be formed," no repiy except a formal ac- 
knowledgment of the receipt of the 
Communication WOS vouchsafed. Victo- 
ria business men do not deserve to be 
treated in this way by the Dominion 
Government. The inquiry which they 
made was an important one, and from a 
business point of view nlono, the Hoard 
had a right tooxpoot that they would re- 
ceivt, duo consideration from the depart- 
ment, and that an answer requiring the 
information asked for would be re- 
turned without any unnecessary loss of 
time. This would be business, and it is 
expected that the business departments 
of the Government should be conducted 
on business principles. We are not at 
all surprised that the Board feel indig- 
nant at tin- manner in which thoy were 
treated. Il is to be hoped thai when 
this matter is again brought to the 
attention ol the Minister he will 
hasten to make amends for what 
the Board naturally regard as 
'•apathy aud scant courtesy." We would 
hint that it may not be exactly just to 
blame tho Government for an act of 
departmental neglect and official want 
of courtesy. 

The Board have not overlooked any 
of the interests of the provinco, It is 
evident that the members have kopt 
their eyes opon, aud that if injustice is 
done to any of its industries il will not 
he for want of vigilance or outapokeness 
on their part. 

We aro pleased to <.ce that Mr. 
Robert Ward has been re-elected 
President. He has been most assidu- 
ous in the performance of his duties, anil 
hus done much to increase the intluence 
and the effectiveness of tho British Col- 
umbia Board of Trade. The election 
of Mr. T. B. Hall as vice-president was 
most judicious, He is a young man in- 
telligent ami public-spirited, and will 
110 doubt do all I hat is expected of him 
to make tho Board of Trade a use- 
ful and ofleotive institution. The coun- 
cil is composed of good men and line, 
who will stand up for tho interests ol 
the province and this city on nil proper 
occasions, livery interest is represented 
upon it and there is no fear as far oa 
their intinence gov- of any of them being 
neglected. A Board of Trade which is 
ictive, energetic nnd independent can 
l>> much for the province, ami British 
( lolutnbin is to ho congratulated in lm\ 
ig one composed of men w li" under- 
and their duties and are determined 
(perform ihem faithfully aud fear 
ssly.

'the clootric light system of Victoria 
is in proportion to population the most 
complete and finest on the faoitic coast. 
The city was among tho lirst to intro- 
duce the new light by the placing iu of 
a Brush plant in IHSi, consisting ol l."> 
lights Of 1,000 candle power lamp;!, 
placed on three masts ; one at the cor- 
ner of Government and Yates streets, a 
second on Blanohurd avonuo and a third 
ou Church Hill. In 1880 these were 
added toby the placing in of a Sporty 
plant, the lights being distributed on 
masts and individual poles. The Brush 
system has been a success from its in- 
auguration. The Sporry system proved 
to be most complicated and defective, 
and during the present year it was de- 
cided lo discard the Sporry plant and 
replace it with tho Bull system, and 
also to largely increase the number of 
lights. Tho plant was ordered from To- 
ronto, anil the first dynamo arrived 
about the 1st May, and was in opera- 
lion the 24th May. The larger dynamo 
reached Victoria a mouth later, and yes- 
terday the connections wore completed, 
and at midnight tho city was brilliantly 
illuminated by 751 lamps, 15 Brush of 
1,000 candle power and 04 Hall of 2,001) 
candle power.

STILL STRANDED. 

The First Effort to Release tho Karluk 
Unsuccessful. 

The Alaskan steamer Karluk is still 
hard and fast on llie sandheads of th 
Frasor, The Vosomite, which was des 
patched to her assistance, arrived on the 
•cone at S o'clock on Friday night; and 
found tin- R. 1'. Rithot at ' work. Tin 
cargo anil coal of the Karluk was be- 
ing rapidly transferred to the Rithot 
and tlic Victoria steamer had a hawse! 
attached to the Karluk, by means of 
which she was making frequent 
tempts n. haul hor off the bar, st 
lirst. Tho stranded boat M as lying witli 
her bow up on the sand, and her stern 
deep in the water. She was listid 
slightly to starboard, and had been tal 
ing a little water, which was being got 
riil of by I he pumps. The Vosemi' s 
cast anchor, and waited until her si r 
vices were required. 

At ten o'clock, ('apt. John Irving, 
who had been on board the Rithot, dime 
over lo the Yoseinito; and the steamer 
went up along side of tho stranded craft 
and made fast n silt-inch hawsor lo her. 
The tide was just on the turn by this 
time, ttn.l soon commenced to fall. A 
united effort on tho part of the Rithot 
and the Yoseinito failed to dislodge the 
Karluk from llie sand; and in making a 
second tug, llie Yosemite's rope broke, 
A stronger hawser was procured, but 
before it could be made fast the tide 
had gone down so far that the work had 
to be abandoned for the night. 

The Yosemito anchored near the light- 
house until morning, and then proceed- 
ed to Now Westminster for the Rithet's 
freight and passengers which she 
brought to Victoria yesterday afternoon, 
leaving' the Rithot at the SandllCttds. 
After discharging tho freight at her 
city dock, the Yoaemite returned last 
evening to the Karluk, and expected to 
make another attempt, with the Rithet, 
to release hor about midnight.
